claims 1-1. 6. and 8-10 hu\e been fully considered and arc persuasive. Applicant has successfully established 
that Brown et al (2004/0054063) is not prior art by properly invoking 35 USC 103© with the statements that 
both Brown et al and t lie instantly claimed invention at the times the invention was made were both commonly 
owned by Rohm and Haas Company. The rejection of claims 1-4, 6, and 8-10 under 35 USC 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Brown et al (2004/0054063) in view of Dersch et al (6.492. 151) lias been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 1-4 and 8-10 are allowed. 
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5. The follow big is an examiner's statement of reasons for allow ance: The prior art fails to teach, alone or 

in combination, a polymer composition comprising organic colorant particles and the instantly defined polymer 
particles comprised of pol\ merized units if phosphorus acid monomer and having a first phosphorus acid group. 
Nor does the prior art teach using said polymer compositions in inkjet ink eomposit ions.
